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St. Leonards from the Pier. The view eastwards 
from St. Leonards Pier, shown in the picture, is one of the 
most comprehensive that can lie obtained. The long 
Esplanade, extending continuously for over 2,000 feet, with 
the modern hotels and buildings facing thereto, affords a 
splendid contrast to the somewhat dingy but picturesque 
background of Old Hastings, and the ruins of the old 
Castle on the heights above. 
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
